Keep 
carefully hoed and free from weeds, and the plants will be in condition to set out the suc- 
ceeding spring. The soil for the permanent beds should be thoroughly manured and trenched. 
Plant in rows three feet apart and one foot bet ween the plants in the rows, and let the crown 
of the plant be covered about six inches deep, 1 oz. of seed will produce about 500 plants.

When 
the young plants appear, thin to 4 inches apart, and keep the ground well worked. For 
early use sOW as soon as the ground can be worked in the spring, and for general crop, 
about the middle of May. The Mangel Wurzels are grown solely for stock, and require 
about the same treatment as the beets. 1 oz. of seed will plant 50 feet of row.
